BANDITS FLEE AFTER FIGHT 



Leader of Band Believed to Be 
Signer of Circular Urging .

Brownsville, Tex.. Sept. 3.— The 
-riddled bodies of two Ameri- 
who were kidnapped by Mexi- 
can bandits about twelve miles 
north of here, were found in the bed 
of a dried lake about twelve miles 
north of here. 

The men were Earl Donaldson, a 
farmer who came here from Fayette. 
Mo., two weeks ago. and an engi- 
neer named Smith, engaged in con- 
struction work on an irrigation canil. 

These men, with Stanley Dodds. 
the contractor in charge of the canal 
work, were taken prisoners by the 
bandits, who burned the trestle 
north of here last night. Because 
one of the Mexicans told the other 
Dodds was a German he was not 
harmed. 

Dodds escaped when the Mexicms 
became involved in a fight with 
United States soldiers an! tele 
phoned from a distant ranch. 

There were sixteen Mexicans in 
the band which met half a c impany 
of United States infantry north of 
Browrsville late today. The Mexi- 
can was killed and the others es- 
caped. No sol tiers were hit.

If Germany «an keep the Balkan 
sta es neutral she will have won a 
diplomatic victory counter-balancing 
that won by the Allies at Rome. But 
defeat here will be more expensive 
than that in the Italian capt.al. For, 
th-? fa'l of Constant'nople is an event 
far more important to the issue of 
the «ar than the capture of Warsaw 
without the Russian army. One of 
the most dramatic circumstances in 
the whole struggle is now supplied 
by the Balkan crise-". The solution 
may not settle the war, t ut if the 
Allies are defeated it will materiallv 
lengthen it, and may save the Turk 
for many months or even years.

Even "Czar" Ferdinand's 
chagrin at misamg that triumphal 
eqtrance into Byzantium and the

TO RESIST 

Action of The State Convention 
In Removing 
Him. 

New York. Sept. 3.-Urey Wood- 
son, of Owensboro. gave out the fol- 
lowing statement on the action of 
the Democratic state convention in 
attempting to unseat him as the 
Kentucky member of the Democrat- 
ic National committee: 

'I can only deplore, with other 
Democrats of Kentucky, the unseem- 
ly action of the state convention at 
the midnight hour, in undertaking 
to depose, by snap action, ,on a viva 
voce vote, certain committeemen of 
the organization, good and loyal 
Democrats, whose only offense was 
that they voted for other candidates 
than some of the successful ones in 
the primary.

If I live, be 
the Kentuckv member of the Na- 
tional committee until that time. 
The fact of my election to this un- 
expired term was certified a year 
ago bv the chairman and secretary 
of the state committ e to the na- 
tional committee. The na ional 
committee has for many years uni- 
t< rmly n fused to unseat any of its 
members, wh i were duly electd, 
because of subsequent factional 
party differences in their states, 
notably in the cases of Guffey. of 
Pennsylvania, and Mountcastle. of 
Tennessee, in 1912.

tPois.ble Method by Which Talking ' Those of Imagination Who Can See 
Moving Pictures May Be Made the Poetry of Life Find Their 

In the Future. Reward* There. 



To produce talking moving pictures 
|It if necessary only to record the ' 
rrolces of the actors on a phonograph 
Wall* the scene is being recorded on 
;the rim. an exchange says. The re- 
( <)uirf ment seems simple, but the prob- 
lem hi to record the talk without show- 
ing '.lie apparatus in the pictures. j 

Several phonographs placed in dif- 
ferent positions on the stage, each 
one to record the voices in its neigh- 
borhood, will give separate records 
that must be collected on a single rec- 
ord by transferring, In orti-jr to con- 
trol the talking by the picture ma- 
cblce when the pictures are shown. It 
Is a difficult matter to time the talk- 
ing with the pictures with this method 

Orlando E. Kellum of Los Angeles 
has invented an apparatus which en- 
ables each actor to telephone to the 
phonograph from any part of the 
•tage The telephone transmitter Is 
•carried invisibly on the chest of tbe 
■ctor Two wires pass from the trans 
miner down an arm to his hands. Plac- 
ing his hand on a table cornet or 
ihoiding the back of a chair connects 
|)ta to the phonograph under the 
•tage. I 

An ordinary- telephone receiver over 
the vibrating disk repeats the voice 
to the phonograph, which records it. 
The two wires from the telephone re- 
ceiver pass under tho stage, and 
brandies from them are run up tbe 
legs i f chairs, tables, etc.. to supply 
contact terminals for the actors to 
touel: Contact plates are also pro- 
vided on the stage floor in the open 
spaces for the actor to engage with 
foot terminals. 

The battery is placed in the under- 
stage circuit, so that all the actor car- 
ries Is a light Hat telephone transmit 
ter and the lightweight wires. This 
system delivers all of the voices to 
one record and keeps time with the ac 
tlon shown on the film.

At the appearance of diarrhea, the 
city mother should take her baby to a 
good doctor If she ha* no doctor. *he 
should go to the n<>arp*t Infant welfare 
station, where a competent physician 
will advise her as to the care of the 
baby, and the nurses In attendance 
will help her carry out his directions 

In the country, where It la very dif- 
ficult to get the advice of a doctor, 
i h- mother has a harder problem. Be- 
cause she Is out of the range of infant 
welfare stations, hospitals, and. often, 
of physicians a* well. It 1* most Im- 
portant to prevent every attack of ill- 
ness possible, by careful attention to 
the baby's food and general care. 

A pamphlet which may be of help to 
tho country mother is "Infant Carp, 
sent free to anyone mailing a request 
to the chief of the children * bureau 
U. S department of labor, Washlne 
ton, D. C. This pamphlet contains 
simple directions for the care and 
feeding of the baby, and suggests 
some ways of dealing with various 
emergencies. 

The healthy baby usually ha* one or 
two bowel movements a day. If this 
number Is Increased to four or more 
it Is time to take measure* against 
sicknes*. 

It Is well to remember, however, 
that the bowel movement* of a baby 
fed entirely at the breast are normally 
more frequent than those of a bottle, 
fed baby, and that a slight Increase In 
the number of movements Is not so 
serious a matter to a baby at the 
breast as to one artificially fed. A 
baby fed at the breast does not usu- 
ally have diarrhea, and when such a 
baby shows signs of digestive disturb- 
ance. It Is usually because he is over- 
fed, either ho Is nursed too often, or 
at Irregular Intervals, or Is allowed 
to nur?e too lonrt at one time. When 
he does have diarrhea, the time be- 
tween nursings should be Increased 
to four hours, and the time at the 
breast reduced to five or ten minutes 
If the bowels continue loos««. the 
>reast should be withdrawn entirely 
for several feedings. If necessary, glv. 
InK the baby instead cool drinking wa- 
ter at frequent Intervals. In this rase, 
the mother should pump her breasts at 
the regular nursing time*, both to 
keep them from drying up, and to pre- 
vent their caking 

Hottle-fed babies are the most fre- 
quent sufferers from summer diarrhea 
and this fact furnishes another strong 
argument In favor of breast feeding. 
Diarrhea In a bottle-fed baby Is also 
best treated by reducing the amount 
of food. The bottle should be omitted 
for 8. 12 or 24 hours, according to 
•he severity of the attack, and In place 
of the milk should be given as much 
boiled and cooled water as tho baby 
will take. 

Food should not be withheld for 
more thap 24 hour*, without the ad- 
vice of a doctor. When the bottle Is 
p sumed, the food should be much 
w— >»T than before: water should be 
substituted for at least half the milk 
previously given. The milk should be 
skimmed, and the su;»ar omitted 

Tbe return to the former feeding 
should be made gradually by adding a 
little more milk each day and begln- 
• ing to add sugar. The more severe 
the attack has been, the more slowly 
should changes be made. 

If the baby is on "mixed" feeding, 
•hat is. partly breast and partly not 
tie fed, the bottle feedings should be 
i-mitted if diarrhea appears, and the 
breast given once in four or five hours, 
with nothing but drinking water be- 
tween meal*. 

Diarrhea I* much more frequent in 
July and August than In the cooler 
months of the year, which fact ha* 
earned for it the name of "summer 
complaint." Accordingly the mother 
should use every means in her power 
during the hot weather to keep th« 
baby cool In tbe heat of the day the 
baby should wear only a diaper, with 
possibly one othor thin garment. 

Frequent cool spongtngs and at least 
one full tub bath each day, plenty of 
Kleep. and a constant supply of fresh 
air will help to protect the baby from 
tha excessive beat, and keep him well.

Some losses have been reported 
from the serum-simultaneous treat- 
ment.

Soldiers Are Schooled to Become Ex- ' 
pert in the Matter of Destroying 
Weapons of War. 

Military men are Laught how to 
destroy surplus stores which may be 
useful to the enemy and which are In 
danger of capture. 

It may be necessary to destroy 
guns to prevent them falling into the 
hands of the enemy, or to make cap- 
tured guns useless. If a small 
amount of dynamite or other explosive 
is available of course this can be done 
very effectively. 

If not. the breech of the gun is 
closed and the binge-joints smashed 
as much as possible with a handspike 
or pick. If there 1b time a few rifle 
shots tired at the vital points of the 
gun effectively Jam the mechanism eo 
as to make it useless. 

With rifles, the butts are br< k- I 
off and the barrels destroyed as much 
as possible. To do this the rtfli 
are well heated over a Are and 
smashed up with heavy hammers. The 
army hand bonks lay down that a part;, 
of Ave soldiers should be able to 
destroy 00 rifles an hous.

Plant Really Is a Variety of Thistle, 
but Man Has Greatly Improved 
Its Edible Qualities. 

The artichoke, which originally | 
came from ilarbary, Is not a botanical 
species, but a variety of the thistle, 
which grows spontaneously all along 
the African coast of the Mediterra- 
nean from Morocco to Palestine. It is 
now cultivated exunslvely in France, 
where those which come from Brit- 
tany and Algeria are tbe species most 
highly esteemed. Even of these there 
are many varieties, such as the Ca- 
mus artichoke of Brittany, the 
bronzed artichoke of Roscoff, the big 
green artichoke of Laon, and the vio- 
let artichoke of Provence. There are 
also varieties which come from Italy. 
Spain. India and Canada, to say noth- 
ing of the Jerusalem artichoke, fa- 
mous for the enormous size of Us 
leaves. In the south of France, when 
the crop Is abundant, the heads are 
carefully picked of all their leaves, and 
the "hearts' dried in the sun, put ur 
in sacks, and stored away for winter 
use. These hearts, when boiled in 
water, or In a rich beef broth, become 
soft and recover their form, color ana 
flavor They are then taken from the 
pot, tbe water and broth strained 
away, tbe center Is filled with forced 
meat, and they are eaten either fried oi
